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IOREWORD 

This Indian Standard (Part 1 ) (Second Revision) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft 
finalized by the Cosmetics Sectional Committee had been approved by the Petroleum, Coal and Related 
Products Division Council 

1 his standard was originally published in 1968. First revision of this standard was carried out in 1988. In this 
icvision only those colours which were in vogue in Indian cosmetic industry and had either EEC (European 
Economic Community), USFDA (United States Food & Drug Administration) or any international approval 
were incorporated 

In this revision, list of dyes, pigments and colours have been updated in accordance with the current EEC 
Dnectivc 76/768/EHC A lcstncted number of colours currently in vogue in Indian Industry have been taken 
liom this Directive keeping in mind, a wide list of colour would be difficult to monito. . Moreover, list of 
colounng agents permitted for use in the cosmetic products has been prepared as per their Colour Index Number 
in the ascending oider along with colour, field of application and other limitations and requirements for use. 

Considering the ill effects of spurious cosmetics, the Cosmetics Sectional Committee, in the absence of 
effective regulations or standaids had broadly classified the ingredients for use in cosmetics into the following 
two categories 

a) Generally recogni/ed as safe (GRAS), and 

b) Generally not recognized as safe (GNRAS) 

The Committee had felt that for dyes, pigments and colours-, it would be more covcnicnt and practical to list 
them under GRAS class only and for raw materials other than dyes, pigments and colours, it would be 
convenient to prepare GNRAS list since this list would adequately safeguard the interest of consumers, leaving 
enough room foi development of newer raw material 

7 herefore, IS 4707 was originally published in two parts namely. 

a) IS 4707 (Part I ) 'Classification of cosmetics raw materials and adjuncts: Part 1 Comprising a positive list 
of dyes pigments and colours', and 

b) IS 4707 (Part 2) 'Classification of cosmetics raw materials and adjuncts. Part 2 Comprising a negative list 
of taw material' which shall not form part of the composition of cosmetic products, along with a list of 
substances which cosmetic products shall not contain except subject to restrictions and conditions laid 
down 

I here is no International Standard published by the International Organization for Standardization (ISO) on the 
subject at ptesent

I SCOPE 



1.1 This standard (Part 1) lists dyes, colours and pig- 
ments which are generally recognized as safe (GRAS) 
for use in cosmetics. The list also includes colourants 
which are intended for use ir toiletry preparations.

FOR USE IN COSMETIC PRODUCTS 

4.1 The GRAS list of colouring agent is given in 
Table 1.

3 TERMINOLOGY 

3.1 'GRAS' List- Shall includes ingredients which 
arc generally recognized as safe and which when 
used in concentrations conventionally adopted or 
within the limits as specified (wherever applicable) 
shall be permissible in cosmetics. 



4.2 Field of Application 

Column 1 : Colouring agents allowed in all cosmetic 
products. 

Column 2: Colouring agents allowed in all cosmetic 
products except those intended to be 
applied in the vicinity of the eyes, in 
particular eye make-up and eye make-up 
remover. 

Column 3: Colouring agents allowed exclusively in 
cosmetic products intended not to come 
into contact with the mucous membranes. 

Column 4: Colouring agents allowed exclusively in 

cosmetic products intended to come into 

contact only briefly with the skin. 

NOTK — Lakes or salts of these colouring agents using 
substances not prohibited under IS 4707 (Part 2) or not 
excluded under Annex A from the scope of this standard are 
equally allowed.
